Using Volcano As Steam Engine 
Boring Into the Earth’s Crust on 

Istand of Hawaii 

An observator . under the direction 
of (Professor Jonge has been \estab- 
lished for some time at the crater of 
Kilauea, on the Island of Hawaii., 

This volcano is remarkable because, 
while at all times manifesting a tre- 
mendous activity, it is not an explo- 
sive, but keeps its fires hidden under- 
ground. 

It is believed that Kilauea’s fires 
come from a. great subterranean 
“pool,” so to call it, of molten stone 
and metal that has pushed its way up 
through the earth’s crust from the in- 
conceivably hot interior of the globe. 

Experiments, long contemplated, 
are now being undertaken by boring 
holes. down through the rocks in the 
neighborhod of the crater. It is hop- 
ed by this. means to tap sources of 
voleanic steam, which could be used 


to great advantage for industrial ‘pur- 


poses in Hawali. There are no de- 
posits of coal on the island. 

The Hawaiian Islands are wholly of 
voleanic formation, having 
thrown up in an ancient epoch from 
the floor of the sea. There is plenty 
of evidence to show that in former 
times Kilauea was.much more violent- 
ly eruptive than it is today. It emit- 
ted vast lava flows, and threw out en- 
ormous quantities’ of ashes, deep beds 
of which remain to tell the tale. 

In these ash-beds are found millions 
of “volcanic marbles,” many of them 
perfectly -spherical,.which are ‘most 
curious because nobody can tell why 


j.or how they were formed.

Canadian Mail Service Will 
Have C.0.D. System 

Announcement is made by the post 
Office department that a C.O.D. serv- 
ice in connection with mail matter 
will become effective in the Dominion 
on October 1. The regulations under 
which the, service will be operated 
are as follows: ‘ 

On and after October 1, 1922, a 
C.0.D. service in connection with 
mail matter will be established 
within Canada, whereby charges: due 
the sender up to $100 may be col- 
lected from the. addressee and re-

mitted to the sender by post office 


money order.. This service will ap- 
ply only in the case of mail matter 
posted at a money order post office 
for delivery at another post office 
within Canada. Rural. routes start- 
ing from money order § post offices 
are for. this purpose considered as 


‘money order post offices and may be 


granted a C.O.D. service, the C.O.D. 
fee, also cost. and insurance and 
registration. "4 \. 
‘In the event of addressee having 
paid the charges due on a C.O.D, 
article, and after examination of the 
same, desires: to hand the article 
back and have the money refunded, 


“postmasters are instructed. that such 


request, is in no wise to be complied 
with. “It Is ‘the duty of the deliver- 
ing office to collect the amount due 
and iremit it to the sender of the 
article,” the announcement states, 
“and it may be explained in'the cir- 
cumstances above indicated that any 
objection: to the goods received, or. de- 
sire for return of the money, is entire- 
ly a matter for settlement between 
the addressee and the sender.”

If the documents unearthed by a 
French weekly journal are authentic 
and if their author carried out the 
theory he outlined in them, Dr. Vor- 
‘onoff’s monkey gland operation to as- 
sure long life ‘has received a severe 
jelt. 

The document, which-has just been 
found, is dated 1860 and signed by Dr. 
von der Fischweiller, who is reported 
to have died at the age of 109. In it 
the doctor gives the following formula 
for assuring long lifé:

dréak Britain Has Been Very Gener-

Cancellation. of the’ war debts of 
former allies is by no means an unpre- 
cedented act. | Great Britain particu- 
larly has been generous in this regard 
on more than one ‘occasion.., ‘ 
After the Napoleonic wars England 
endeayored for seven years’ to obtain 
paythent of £6,000,000 from Austria, 
and finally compromised on £2,500,- 
000, which represented eleven. per ‘ 
cent. of principal and interest due. 
The indemnity imposed upon Frangge 
after the Napoleonic wars was only 
¥ 28,000,000. Yet the debt of victor- 
ious England in 1817 was £ 848,000,000 
and the national debt of France was 
only £140,000,000. Prussia had paid 
to Napoleon in levies more than twice 


she therefore objected to the moder- 
ate terms imposed upon France. —Sas- 
katoon ‘Star. 


Power Of Life Or Death 


Under the Old Roman Law, Fathers 
Had Absolute Powers. Over 
Children 


Fathers, under the old Roman law, 
had power of life or death over their 
children. The famous Twelve Tab- 
lets (449 B.C.) state: “The father 
shall, during his whole life, haye ab- 
solute power over his legitimate chil- 
dren. . He may imprison the son, 
scourge him or ‘keep him working in 
the fields in fetters, or put him to 
death, even if the son held the high- 
est offices of state, and was celebrat- 
ed for his public services. He may 
also sell the son. “But if the father 
sell the son a third time,"the son shall 
be free from his father.” 

Monstrous or deformed offspring 
could be put to death under the law. 


Farmers. Value Windbreaks

LESSON Pon SBF SEPTEMBER 17 


The subject of today’s lesson is 
broader than the text, especially the 
verses printed. The best way to 
teach this lesson is to give a survey 
of the entire book. . 

Malachi was perhaps contemporary 
with Nehemiah; probably sustained 
the same relation to Nelfemiah that 
Haggai and Zechariah did to Zerub- 
babel.

Diagnosis in Lung Cases Far From 
Correct, Says French Doctor 

Doctors often fail to diagnose cor- 
rectly lung consumption as distinct 
frém other respiratory diseases, ac- 
cording to Professor Erist, of Paris, 
in a recent address before the British 
Medical Association. 

The speaker said that in 1916, at 
Compiegne, 192 men were sent into 
hospital with a diagnosis of tubercu- 
losis. Observations showed the dlag- 


| nosis to be justified in only 53 cases. 


The 139 other gt he declared, 
were undoubtedly hon-consumptive. 

In 1918, Dr. Erst examined 342 
men in Paris, said to have consump- 
tion, Of these only 37 had lung con- 
sumption, 22 were not definitely diag- 
nosed, and 283 were certainly non-

Prohibition has ruined many hotel investors and, many parts o 
‘rural Canada are suffering from laek of decent public house servicc 
It is now admitted that agitation has gone too far. The Ontaric 
Government finds itself under the necessity of ‘evolving a remed) 
and-has a committee at work in the problem, According to a mem 
ber, Sam Clarke, M.P.P., one great outstanding cause of public dis 
satisfaction with the hotel-keeper. has been made yery clear in the 
information gathered. As he puts it bluntly: “The: hotel-keene: 
fouled their own nests in the ‘past and now have a hard fight. ahead 
if they hope to regain enough public confidence*to warrant them eve 
being trusted again-with the sale of Spirituous liquors.” The, big 
vote against hotel-keepers is proof of the popular distrust. 

Running a good hotel is one of the most stable and profitable o! 
usinesses. But many men in business in Canada in the past were out 
real hotel-keepers. ‘They were mere rum handlers who increase 
sales by encouraging drunkennes and  faw-breaking. So-called 
hotels were sométimes dens of infamy. These set the-pace, The, 
made the reputation. They lowered the general standard. of hotel- 
keeping, It was not respectable to be a hotel-keeper. Good men 
shunned it. Hotel-keepers had few friends. They disgusted decent 
people and we had the usual result—the extremity’ of legalized 
destruction to the industry and ‘iavestment, instead of conservation 
Ly intelligent regulation. The committee’s inquiries indicate that i} 
the geod men in the hete business, had got tegether as worise-s_an‘l 
investors in the baseball, in the movie picture and !esser industries 
that have been incurring popular disapproval, and had they emiploy- 
eda reputable, capable, able, autocratic general manager to clean up 
to insist upon good service; to show the inexperienc ed howto give 
good service, the hotel business would. not be where itis now. An 
informed, well-treated Canadian public is always fair. It is safe bet

Montreal—A ‘huge colonization 
scheme to settle Italia emigrants in 
Canada is projected by the Govern- 
ment. of Italy, which Has sent Joseph 
De Michelis, General Commissioner. of 
Emigration, to make a minute survey 
of industrial and agricultural . condi-

Says Map of North Country Will Have 
to be Revised 

Sydney, N.S.—After penetrating into 
the frozen Arctic along the western 
coast of Baffin’s Land to a point, he 
clainis, never. before’ reached » by: @ 
white man, Donald C. MacMillan, Are- 
tic explorer, reached Sydney on the 
‘schooner Bowdern, ‘on his return to ~ 
civilization after 14 months in the 
north. 

“IT have learned -that the salient 
points in and about \the western 
coast of Baffin’s Land are astronomi- 
cally incorrect,” said Captain MacMil- 
lan to the Canadian Press on his ar- 
rival here. 

“The geography of that country has 
been wrong for years back owing to 
the fact that the «first explorer who 
went there, known to the world as 
“Northwest” Fox, did not give science 
correct data. I was the first white 
man in that country since Fox made 
his trip, and I went further along the 
coast than he did. Our party spent 
300 days on the ice, making observa- 
tions from points never before reach- 
ed by a white man.” 

The entire map of that country 
would have to be revised, Captain 
MacMilan declared, .
